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ILLINOIS MINE STRIKE 
BOMBING TRIALS TO 
OPEN NOV. 1 


By RAYMOND LAHR 
United Press Staff Correspondent 

SPRINGFIELD, Il. ()—Mine union 
warfare, which shook Illinois for five 
years and quieted only when the Fed- 
eral government took a hand in the 
conflict, will enter a new phase next 
month when 39 defendants appear for 
trial in U. S. district court, charged 
with participation in a series of rail- 
road bombings. 

Factional mine union strife in the I- 
linois coal fields took a toll of more 
than 40 lives and resulted in proper- 
ty damage and millions of dollars be- 
cause of bombed railroad trains, mines 
and miners’ homes from 1932 to 1937. 

All of the 39 who will go on trial 
Nov. 1 allegedly are connected or were 
connected at some time with the Pro- 
gressive Miners of America, composcd 
of men who rebelled in 1932 against 
the older United Mine Workers of Am- 
erica and set up the new union. 

During the period from 1932 to 19335, 
24 trains of four railroads were dam- 
aged badly by bombings. In addition 
there were six attempted bombings. 

The railroads were those carrying 
coal from diggings worked by UMWA 
miners. 

Bombing of railroads brought that 
part of the conflict under the juris- 
diction of the Federal government, and 
the Department of Justice sent a coips 
of men from the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to root out evidence on 
the bambing plots.

HELP TO TRACE 
CULTURE 


ALPINE, Tex., (lP) — New evidence 
that may prove a iong-sought link be- 
tween the Ice Age cultures and ancient 
man, has been found in Big Bena 
state park by archaeologists of Sul 
Ross State Teachers College. 

Three campsites buried under allu- 
vial deposits varying in depth from 7 
to 12 feet have been discovered. 

At one of the campsites, two levels 
of occupations were found. A surface 
site with pottery of the 14th and 15th 
centuries was found at the same spot. 

The importance of another site lay 
in the discovery of two burials of the 
Indians of a r2mote period. On2 of 
these lay at a depth df 12 feet and had 


been p-ciected by grinding siabs that 


stood on edge.
